| UNITED NATIONS HEAD.- 
| QUARTERS IN AUSTRALIA, 
| April 15.—(INS)—Australia  to- 
| night was given official warning 
‘that it is in “grim dangér” of a 
Savage Japanese attack, now “be- 
ing prepared with all Asiatic cun- 
ning and thoroughness.” 

This warning was delivered by 
Air Minister Arthur S. Vrakeford 
at a war loan rally shor.ly after a 
military spokesman had declared 
that Japan has massed a powerful 
combat fleet in the Truk area, less 
than three days’ sailing distance 
from New Guinea. 

“T warn you,” Drakeford told his 
audience, “that Australia is in 
grim danger. In the islands along 
our -northern’ perimeter there 
looms an impending menace of a 
great onslaught with all the sav- 
age.’ of which the Japanese mind 
is capable 
blow of which Prime Minister 
John Curtin and Gencral Dou¥vle; 
Macé 
being prepared with all 
cunning and thoroughness.” 

Armada Near Truk. 

An earlier statement by a head- 


ject, had told.of a great combat 
armada massed near Truk. In 
addition, he declared, the Nippon- 
ese are maintaining constantly 
250,000 tons of merchant shipping 
in and around Rabaul, their big 
base on New Britain.

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Frown on ‘‘Featherbedding”’ 

While no special instructions have been 
issued by the Man-Power Commission on the 
problem, one of the most interesting reports 
from the recent meeting of regional selective 
service directors, held in Washington, reveals 
a growing tendency. by local draft boards to 
frown on what are known as “featherbed” 
rules of union labor, in considering individual 
claims for deferment on grounds of essential 
occupation. 

So general is becoming this attitude of local 
boards. it was stated, that the trend is assum- 
ing proportions which bring it near the “general 
movement” status. 

And there is added intertst in a statement 
that on many of the draft boards members 
who themselves belong to labor unions, or 
-occupy official union positions, are among the 
most “hard-boiled” against granting defer- 
ment to workers who are in jobs which, while 
created by union regulations, actually contrib- 
ute little or nothing to war production. 

Examples cited are of railroad workers who 
are promptly ordered to report for Army in- 
duction when it is shown that, although the 
railfpad work they do might be classed as 
essential, they are only working two days per 
week. because of some brotherhood limitation. 
Or these boards will not consider as grounds 
for deferment employment in a war factory 
where the job is merely to sharpen the tools 
used by another worker who could, without 
unreasonable loss of time, keep his own tools 
in good condition. Again, the draft boards do 
not look favorably*on men working at tasks 
which could be accomplished by far fewer 
workers did not union rules forbid the use of 
labor-saving devices.

WASHINGTON PARADE 


By GLADSTONE WILLIAMS. 
FRENCH PROBLEM WASHINGTON, April 15.—Ever since 


the landing of American forces in North 
Africa we have been constantly plagued with the problem of ad- 
justing political differences between the Fighting French under Gen- 
eral de Gaulle and the Vichyites who were already on the scene 
when we took over. 

The problem is still with us. It was not solved by the assassina- 
uon of Admiral Darlan, whom the de Gaullists 
opposed bitterly. Neither has General Giraud, 
who was selected to succeed Darlan, been ac- 
ceptable to de Gaulle. 

Our own State Department has been severe- 
ly criticized from time to time for playing with 
the Vichyites. Because the Fighting French 
movement was organized immediately after the 
fall of France to aid in the liberation of Europe 
from the Axis, the purists have insisted that 
the direction of all French colonial affairs, civil 
and military, should be placed under the direc- 
tion of General de Gaulle. 

That we have not seen fit to do that has 
given rise to a certain amount of public con- 
fusion. The accusation has been more or less 

freely made that, instead of dealing with the proven friends of 
France, as the de Gaullist elements have shown themselves to be, 
we have catered too much to the former Vichy collaborationists, 
whom the Fighting French regard more as traitors. 

All of this is entirely true. We have not found it expedient so 

far to toss out the Vichyites and replace them with de Gaullists. 

Why we have not is a matter that cannot very well be explained 

without embarrassment to our State Department. 


REVEALING INCIDENT It is now possible, however, to tell 


of an incident that happened during 
the meeting of President Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill 
at Casablanca which throws some light on the situation. 

General de Gaulle, whose presence at the meeting was desired 
for purposes of French unity, did not want to go to Casablanca. 
He would have none of the Vichyites. .It looked for a time as 
though he would not put in an appearance at all. 

Mr. Roosevelt finally saved the day by inquiring of Mr. Churchill 
the source of de Gaulle’s pay. Somebody must be providing him 
with funds, the President surmised, and it wasn’t the United States. 
The Prime Minister admitted that the British were footing the 
general’s bills. Thereupon the President politely suggested that the 
best way to bring the Fighting French leader .around was to 
threaten to cut off his funds. 

It worked like a charm and de @aulle promptly showed up in 


Casablanca. 
“MODERN JOAN OF ARC” The next problem was to bring 
de Gaulle and General Giraud 
together. It was important for them to show some semblance of 
unity—to at least- have their pictures taken together. Again 
de Gaulle balked. Somewhat frantically he referred to himself as 
the modern Joan of Are whose principles ‘‘cannot be sacrificed or 
compromised.” 

Mr. Roosevelt and the Prime Minister continued to work on him 
the next day. \Still reluctant to have his picture made with Giraud, 
he referred to himself this time as the Clemenceau of France, where- 
as General Giraud, he said, was only the Marshal Foch—the refer- 
ence being to the last war setup, of course. 

At this Mr. Roosevelt is reported to have quipped: “Now, gen- 
eral, yesterday you said you were Joan of Arc; today you say you 
are the present-day Clemenceau. Make up your mind—which are 
you?” 

It was enough to bring the touchy de Gaulle around and there- 


after he behaved well enough. 
Wendcll L. Willkie in his new book, 


WILLKIE EXPERIENCE 
“One World,” tells of an evening 


spent with General de Gaulle in Syria while he was en route to 
Russia. In the general’s private room, he wrote, “Every corner, 
every wall, held busts, statues and pictures of Napoleon.” 

Mr. Willkie said that frequently the general, in describing his 
struggle of the moment with the British as to whether he or they 
should dominate Syria and the Lebanon, would declare dramatically: 
“I cannot sacrifice or compromise my principles.” 

"Like Joan of Arc,” de Gaulle’s aide added. 

Mr. Willkie seemed to be a bit puzzled about the caliber of a 
man who allowed one of his aides to refer to him in his presence 
as a modern Joan of Arc. 

Probably Mr. Roosevelt and Prime Minister Churchill have had 
misgivings on the same score. 


IS FINE SOLDIER Neither of the stories is related to detract 


anything from General de Gaulle’s patriot- 
ism and high purpose in organizing the Fighting French movement 
{to save his stricken country after the fall of France. He is a soldier 
with an enviable record. 

But they do tend to stamp him as a prima donna and as a man 
with such fastidious scruples that he is ill-suited to the practical 
needs of a political administrator. Hence our State Department has 
been quietly giving him the run-around in his demands for con- 
trolling the French African situation. 

The truth of the matter seems to be that the British, in seeking 
someone to organize fighting units of Fighting Frenchmen to carry on 
in the struggle against the Axis, hit upon de Gaulle as an accept- 
able leader of the movement. In preparing him for the task they 
may have built him up too high. Now they are having difficulties 
getting him down to earth.

FSA SORELY NEEDED Certain pressure groups in and 


about congress who consistently 
oppose anything designed to help the ragged-edge small farmer to 
own his own piece of ground, are making what looks to be their 
most successful fight to abolish the FSA (Farm Security Admine- 
istration). 

The FSA is to be abolished under the provisions of a bill ree 
ported ou, by the house committee. It will be 
vigorously, and one may hope, successfully 
opposed in the house and senate. 

The farm bloc opposed it because the farm 
bloc admittedly thinks the nation would be 
better off without the small farmer. Most of 
the farmers Georgia has would not be regarded 
well by the farm bloc group. 

Their idea is that there should be a number 
of large farms and a great amount of farm 
labor. 

The selfish reason they oppose the small 
farmer, who is just barely hanging on, getting 
any help is because they want him to remain 
as a tenant, sharecropper, or laborer. They 
oppose any and all attefhpts to make him an 
independent owner of a small farm. 

This year they have tried to say there is-a 
“Red” influence at work in the FSA. As an 
illustration they point out the fact that the 
small farmers who are under the FSA program work together in 
co-operative market associations. 

One of the tragic facts about our small and medium farm opera- 
tions has been the fact that a farmer with a small amount of 
produce had difficulty getting a market and more often than not 
had to take what was offered. Co-operative efforts, in which many 
small farmers pool their products so as to make carload lots for 
the market, are their salvation. 

A great many persons in the city think about the FSA, if they 
think about it at all, as merely a plan to help a farmer who is poor, 
small and landless get credit. 

It is much more than that, as I would like to show, 

FSA helps the little man in many ways. 


THE PROGRAM There are an estimated 2,000,000 farmers 
who are in need of help. At least 1,000,000 are on the ragged edge. 

The FSA has been able to reach but a small percentage, 7.6 
per cent of all farmers. The number actively qipervised during 
1942 was 463,941. 

The tenant-purchase plan, which helps make landowners of some 
of our best people who, because of disaster, misfortune and sick- 
ness, have occupied a tenant status. There is certainly nothing 
wrong with being a tenant, but hundreds in each state want to 
own a piece of land for themselves. 

Once benefited by a long-term FSA loan, the FSA imposed a 
supervision which enabled the borrower to make the best of his 
loan and facilities. Planned gardens, chickens, canning, a pig or 
so for slaughter, a milk cow—all these were a part of the plan. 

Thirdly, there was the rehabilitation feature in which smaller 
loans were made to farmers who had lost, during the depression, 
all they had. They were staked to a mule, a plow and given a start 
on a crop and some food production. 

That's all there is to the FSA, which the farm bloc and, ap- 
parently, some of the AAA leaders are seeking to kill. Those AAA 
leaders who have agreed to it, do so because they think they will 
save the AAA. As a matter of cold fact, the FSA is much more 
worth saving than the Triple A as it now stands. It has become 
so bogged down in paper work that its record of assistance to the 
farmer is badly off. 

The FSA record of repayments is astoundingly good. There are 
failures, of course. But the percentage of failures is small.. It is 
the failures the congressmen hear about. The enemies of the act 
make sure the failures are well advertised. The tem who succeed

It is needed more than ever. The large farms already are doing 
all they can. : 

The small farmer showed the nation in 1942 what he could do 
if given a chance. The FSA supervised farms, representing only 
7.6 per cent of the nation’s farms, were responsible for almost a third 
of the nation’s increase in milk in 1942. Ten per cent of the total 
increase in chickens and eggs came from those same farms. Twenty- 
seven per cent of the increase in dry beans came from the FSA 
farms. Nine per cent of the increase in pork and 7 per cent of 
the increase in beef were their further contributions to the nation’s 
food supply. | 

Let’s bring it home. , 

Four hundred and fifty-five carloads of essential foods were 


produced in 1942 by FSA borrowers in four southern states—Georgia, 
Florida and South Carolina.

These carloads of food were from farms which, before FSA 
put them and their occupants on a workable basis, were not pro- 
ducing enough to provide a healthy diet for those on that land.

455 carloads of essential foods. It is estimated that 22,000 pounds 
of chickens go into one car; that 24,000 pounds of pork go into one 

And so on, 
FSA has done a job. There is no possible way to discount it. 
It is paying back its loans. 

It is needed now—when the nation and world needs more food— 
more than ever. It is to be hoped that Georgia’s representatives 
will not be led away by the farm bloc and its affiliates who want 
to stop this aid to the small farmer who can be given a boost. 

Georgia has plenty of them who need that boost.

HOME RULE 
(From The Elberton Star.) 


In the Georgia legislature the Burgen bill has 
come to be known as the home rule bill. Its 
purpose has been, as has all substitutes, to re- 
lieve the legislature from handling local mat- 
ters, and leave all sueh to the affected com- 
munities. 

Under the present plan, when a municipality 
or county finds a change in the law necessary, 
it recommends to the county representative who 
introduces and obtains passage of the bill. The 


official. heads of the community decide what is 


desired, and the representative carries out their 
wishes. 

Under the Burgen plan, these same officials 
would propose a desired change and would either 
submit it to the judge of the superior court for 
action, or call an election to decide the question. 
There would be no trouble in setting up ma- 
chinery which would carry out the idea. 

The committee named to draft a new consti- 
tution may not need nor wish suggestions, but it 
would please a large majority of the people of 
the state if some such plan as the Burgen bill is 
incorporated into the new basic law.

Perhaps you have heard about Charles C. Spaulding, an elderly 
Negro who ranks high by any standard used to measure men. 
Archibald Rutledge had a piece about him in the Saturday Evening 
Post some weeks ago. 

He is the head man of a $60,000,000 insurance company, the 
biggest business institution in the world owned and operated by 
Negroes. The business includes a bank and a bonding company, 
and its hundreds of employes are educated, highly-trained experts. 

Where is it located? If you do not know, you probably will say 
it could happen only in New York, Chicago, Pittsburgh or Detroit. 
But this great Negro institution is in North Carolina. 

It was established 44 vears ago by Spaulding and two other 
young Negroes who had neither capital nor experience—nothing, in 
fact, except character and an idea and the courage of their igno- 
rance. They financed it as they earned the money, and Spaulding 
was earning only $10 a month as a dish washer. 

Spaulding has made millions, but now his chief concern is 
helping the people of his race by teaching them to help themselves, 

He says, for example—and this will seem heresy to certain up- 
lifters in Washington—that equality shouldn't be demanded bee 
cause it can’t be given. It can’t be won by “coercion and intrue 
sion.” And “Utopian dreamers” can’t bestow it on anybody. 

That should be obvious to everybody. No power of law can 
force one ‘man to accept another as an equal. Equality is earned 
And if a man can earn equality, it is not given to him; it is simply 
conceded as a fact. 

Spaulding says segregation doesn’t keep Negroes from rising, 
and that too is obvious. His own success 1s the proof. The poor 
of every race are segregated by economic necessity, and the rich 
segregate themselves. 

Of the myth of “social equality,” Spaulding repeats what has 
often been said here—that social equality doesn’t exist among white 
people. It doesn’t among the colored, either. Always and every- 
where people are divided into groups by their breeding, training, 
money and taste. 

Negroes, given opportunity. to share and absorb an established 
civilization, have made great progress in one century. Given fair 
opportunity to help themselves, they will soon earn the rank to

Judge Scooped dis scooped! A 1943 guide and 
record book of baseball reached this desk yesterday. 

One heartily must agree with the assertion that it is 
“authoritative and authentic... the records and statistical 
information represent The Sporting News’ experience of 56 
years in the publishing of baseball news.” 

The office of Judge Landis, high commissioner of base- 
ball, decided to go into the publishing business and put out 
the annual baseball guide. 

So far it hasn’t gone on public sale. There has 
been no word as to when its appearance may be ex- 
pected. 

Meanwhile, The Sporting News, which did a 
whale of a job in publishing the official guide last 

* year, succeeding an old publishing house, has gone 
right on with publication of fhe guide again. 


When the office of Judge Landis decided to turn pub- 
lisher, there was no explanation as to why the work was 
taken away from Taylor Spinks’ organization. The Sport- 
ing News was all set to do a grand job again. The forms 
were all standing and merely had to be brought up to date. 


But the contract wasn’t renewed. Baseball un- 
doubtedly has a lot of money to toss away. The 
guide which it eventually gets out will be labeled 
“official.” but no men who write about the game 
will accept it as such. 

Experience counts. 

Judge Landis is a great man, an executive to whom 
baseball owes its existence in large measure. But he is a 

novice in the publishing business. His office can eventu- 

produce a baseball guide, and it’s Judge Landis’ right 
to do this if he sees fit; but it will be regarded as a primer. 
A beginner's output. 

And the Judge has been scooped in his undertaking. A 
record book is out. It can’t be regarded as “un- 
official,’ because it is merely an up-to-date model of last 
vear’s official guide.

OPA officials disclosed yesterday that Ration Book No. 3 will 
be issued soon, probably late in July, but will be used primarily for 
shoes, sugar and coffee as soon as Book No. 1 runs out of stamps. 

The No. 3 volume issue also may be used to provide a couple 
more months of canned goods and meat stamps, since it was de- 
Signed to handle both point and unit system of rationing. 

Officials said they had no intention of using the No. 3 book to 
ration any new commodities, but could make no promises because 
of the theoretical possibilities of special emergencies. Books 4, 5 
and 6 are in the design stage, so No. 3 probably would not be needed 
for new rationing if any did become necessary. 

Because of their plan to use No. 3 book only as a replacement, 
OPA also is trying to figure some easy way of distributing it, and 
odds today are that it will be handled by mail. 

The new book already is printed and stored in warehouses at 
strategic places throughout the country. All that remains to be 
done is to send the books on to the local ration boards to hand out 
or mail out. 

The volume has two kinds of stamps. In one group are four 
series, one bearing pictures of tanks, another aircraft carriers, a 
third airplanes, and a fourth field artillery. These are likely to be 
used for shoes, sugar and coffee—the tank stamps for shoes, per- 
haps, as an example. 

In addition, the book has four pages of point stamps similar to 
the canned goods and meat stamps in Book 2.

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Tire rationing regulations recently have been revised to make 
possible a closer check against bootlegging and violations of tire 
inspection requirements. The changes became ef- 

fective yesterday. 

These three changes are: (1) The tire inspection 
record for each car must be kept in the car while 
it is in operation unless the removal of the record 
has been authorized by OPA; (2) tire inspectors 
must report any serial number irregularities to the 
local rationing boards that issued the tire inspection 

records rather than to the boards which appointed the inspectors; 
(3) when an applicant for a tire or tube does not have his tire 
inspection record, showing that all inspection requirements have 
been met, the local board may still grant application if inspection 
has been made within 60 days prior to the date of application.

fats, canned fish and cheese. 
Everyone other than consumers may now have as many as 
seven days after the delivery of the supplies to 
give up the ration points required in the purchase. 
As a safeguard against possible black market 
operations, the amendment also required that if 
points are not surrendered for the foods within 
this period, the person who delivered the foods 
must immediately notify his district OPA office.
